WHERE KING ALFRED BURNT THE CAKES. 

A gentle mound rises from this level plain which is 
now rich and valuable pasture, and it was upon this 
rising ground that the great King Alfred retired from 
the world in order to poe strength for a final effort 
against the Danes in the year A.D. 878. 

‘Here it was that he allowed the cakes to burn, and 
was rated by the neat herd’s wife—so legend says. 
Here, too, disguised as a minstrel, he set out for the 
Danish camp, and is seid to have appeared in their 
midst and learned much of their plans and strength. 

Certain it is, however, that from this lonely and 
now unknown and neglected spot in rural Somersetshire 
there came forth a king and his army who wrought 
events that shaped the history of Great Britain.

Somz time ago seven Russian prisoners who had 
made their escape from Siberia were picked up in an 
open boat in the middle of the Pacific. They were taken 
to San Francisco, and the Californians, ever ready with 
sympathy, gave them clothes and food, and found them 
emplo ment. 

ithin a comparatively short time each of the seven 

fell into the clutches of the American police, and were 

convicted of crimes ranging from housebreaking to high- 

ba robbery with violence. 

t was praved that one had been guilty of almost 

every crime, with the exception of manslaughter, since 
he arrived in San Francisco. 

That a large number of innocent persons are banished 
to Siberia cannot be disputed, and this unfértunate 
state of affairs owes its existence to what is known all 
over Russia as “administrative process.” 

“ Administrative process” allows of any person, man, 
woman, or child who is arrested on suspicion to be sent 
into exile on an order from the Minister of the Interior 
for a short term or for life to any part of Siberia. 

Persons arrested on suspicion and exiled may be 
genuinely suspicious persons, or they may be quite 
innocent of any intention to break the laws. 

For instance, during the early stages of the Russo- 
Japanese War half a dozen young men and three girls 
were arrested in Moscow while reading and discussing 
a political work by a Russian writer. Without any 
form of trial they were, under this “administrative 
process,” exiled to the mines.

On arriving at Tomsk the unfortunate exiles were 
forced to walk to Irkutsk, the capital of Eastern Siberia. 

The distance between the two towns is 1,040 miles, 
and the exiles, whether young or old, are always ex- 
pected to travel at the rate of sixty miles a week. 

Irkutsk is the destination of many of Russia's exiles ; 
but the party of young people we are referring to were 
driven on to the mines of a, some 700 miles farther 
east. The mines here are gold ones, and are the 
personal property of the Tsar, and the young men of 
this party are now assisting in working them; but 
what is the fate of their lady comrades can only be 
conjectured. 

The unfortunate man or woman who is sent to 
Yakutsk rarely lives to return. This place is but a few 
degrees south of the Arctic circle, and the only buildin, 
it ts of are rude huts, principally roofed with mud. 

The revolutionary Leo Deutsch, who served sixteen 
years in Siberia, tells us that he spent several years in 
the “ primeval wilderness” of Yakutsk. Here, he says, 
in 1889 were some young men and girls who were to be 
deported farther northward. There were schoolgirls 
amongst them under sixteen years of age. 

The vice-governor had given orders that these exiles 
were to be deported without delay, and a guard told 
them to betake themselves to the police. Fearing that 
they were to be sent to a living tomb without time for 
protest they refused to obey the order. 

The vice-governor thereupon sent a troop of soldiers 
to fetch the exiles, and a frightful scene began that 


“ 


even shamed savage Russia. Tho soldicrs clubbed the 
young men and girls with the butts of their rifles, 
stabbed them with bayonets, and shot them down un- 
mercifully. . 

Six corpses were left on the ground, and the dying 

and maimed, numbering twenty-seven, were thrust into 
rison, A few days later the imprisoned exiles were tried 
y court-martial. Three were condemned to death and 
executed, and nineteen were sentenced to penal servi- 
tude for life. 

The prisons throughout Siberia are of a dreadful 
character. They are overcrowded with exiles, and the 
atmosphere in consequence, and through lack of ventila- 
tion, omes so foul that the women are sometimes 
attacked by fainting two or three times a day. The 
beds of the exiles absolutely swarm with vermin, and no 
attempt is ever made to rid them of the pest. _ 

The treatment meted out to women convicts is brutal 
in the extreme, and it makes one’s blood run cold to 
think that human beings should be at the mercy of 
the savage soldiers in the employ of the Tsar. 

While Leo Deutsch was at Yakutsk a woman, by 
name Nadyeshda Sigida, was flogged to death. She 
was alleged to have assaulted the commandant, and the 
Governor-General ordered that she should be subjected 
to corporal punishment. Sigida was, therefore, flogged, 
dying after the last blow had fallen upon the back, 

Such are the horrors and sufferings that have to be

_ THERE ig no doubt that, if there is any common-sense 
in future generations, something will done to im- 
prove our methods of building houses and living in 
them. At the present moment the outlying districts of 
our large towns are gradually falling into the hands 
of the jerry-builder.

ed dwelling-houses, in streets meeting each 
—s right angles, and with miserable backyaeds

gardens, 

The jerry-builder, however, is not merely an enemy 
to natural beauty, but he is knocking thousands of 
coffin nails into future of social life in this country. 
The modern suburb is built in such a way that social 
intercourse between its residents is impossible. 

Sooner or later the suburb will go and Jerry will be 
hounded out of the land. Instead of his being allowed 
to take ) secagairgg of so many hundreds of acres and 
laying them out in small, ugly villas, with the sole 
object of making money, the whole question of suburb- 
building will be undertaken by house clubs, 

When a family decides to leave the town and live 
outside, it will say to itself: “Now, which club shall 
we join?” The club in question will be a little district 
in which a certain number of houses, flats, or maison- 
ettes have been built in artistic fashion.

An elected member will rent a house and be entitled 
to the social pt of the district. Each club will 
possess its local pleasure garden, its orchestra, its 
theatre and concert party, its tennis courts or cricket 
ground, its billiard room, or whatever else the com- 
mittee will decide to be necessary. 

Think how different your life would be if, instead of 
living in some semi-detached dwelling, more or less 
debarred by stupid custom from the acquaintance of 
your malgkbonne having abeclavaly ‘30 pleasures or 
tastes in common with them, and being compelled to 
incur the expense of a visit to the town when you wish 
to see a play, hear some music, or give your children a 
little pleasure, you live on the club principle. 

By being a member you would be entitled to make 
such acquaintances as you chose, and all the pleasures 
you required would be there on the spot, while your 
visits to town could be dispensed with so far as enter- 
tainments were concerned, 

Probably, one additional advan of the suburb 
would be that all ay oe provisions for housekeeping 
were done for you by the club stores. This would be 
a vast, artistically-built emporium in which, on the 
co-operative principle, you would be able to purchase 
all the necessaries of life. 

Instead of your wife being called upon to make the 
present irritating tour of a dozen or more different 
shops, scattered in one line down a series of squalid 
streets, she would simply visit the pleasant club stores 
and order everything wanted at one fell swoop. As a

One of tlie most 
interesting features of the installation is that an 
operator at the Central Station can establish come 
munication with the policeman on his beat. 
_ At certain fixed points signalling boxcs are placed, 
in the centre of which is a tiny disc. This resembles 
a miniature bull’s-eye, and is visible to the passer-by 
through transparent glass let into the cover of the 
signal box. This disc is coloured red, and should the 
operator at the Central Station desire to call the atten- 
tio of the policeman in a particular beat, all he has 
to do is to turn the lever. 

Instantly the discs of every signal box in the beat 

operated by the lever shows a conspicuous white, and 
then the policeman understands that he is wanted. 
The introduction of this ingenious Fa of telephones 
kas already been of great use to Edinburgh. 
_ Manchester has also introduced an ingenious system 
in connection with its fire brigade. Several members 
of the fire brigade have been provided with a new 
helmet which is fastened round the neck by means of 
a cloth attachment. This helmet has a glass door in 
front, and when it is cloged the fireman's head and face 
sro effectually sealed° from contact with noxious 
be Selig 

ach man is supplied with air which is pumped from 
a special engine through a flexible metal tube. From 
the same steamer electricity is also supplied for a 
telephone fixed in the helmet, which enables its wearer 
to communicate with the outside. In addition the 
helmet is provided with electric light. Thus each fire- 
man is enabled to carry the telephone and electric light 
about with him. 

An interesting development of the circulating library 
has been inaugurated by the Robert Browning Settle- 
ment, at Walworth, with the object of bringing into 
the homes of the poor some of the pleasures of art 
enjoyed by rich people. Instead of handing out a book 
to be taken away and read, a picture is given in order 
to be hung up at home. There it may be looked at 
and enjoyed for a fortnight or longer. After this time 
the picture can be changed for another. 

One of the most startling innovations is that of a 
travelling pawnshop. This consists of a big, red 
motor-car adorned with three golden balls, and is 
intended “ for the relief of broken-down sporting gentle- 
men.” 

This special car is fitted with a counter like any other 
pawnshop, and is also provided with a big safe. The 
pawnbroker says he knows from actual experience how 
awkward it is to be in the plights of a man who loses 
all the money he has got at the races and is obliged to 
walk home. The travelling pawnshop is intended for 
this class and others less distressed. The inventor 
thinks that the motor-car pawnshop, with a capital of 
£10,000, fills a long-felt want. 

The latest commercial notion is the establishment 
of a great bank which shall be i for business day 
and night, with the exception of Sundays. Naturally, 
this is an American project, and the managing directors 
of the new bank are Mr. Bierpont Morgan, two of the 
Vanderbilts, and Mr, Belmont. 

Tt has been discovered that the regular banking hours 
have proved insufficient for a large class of business 
men who are in the habit of making “deals” long 
after they have left their place of business. It is a fact 
that many of the great enterprises with which New 
York occasionally startles the world are arranged at 
night between ee who happen to meet at hotels 
or at clubs.
